THE FRENCH DERBY. 


The race last Sunday afternoon for the Prix 
du Jockey Club or French Derby presented 
many features of more than ordinary attraction. 
Not far short of 30,000 people were conveyed to 
the race-course by the Northern Railway from 
Paris, in addition to all those who came from 
other places. ‘There were a few four-in-hands 
and drags bringing parties, who picnicked in the 
wood before the races began, at half-past one. 

The grand stand was more than well filled, and 
the toilets of the ladies there and in the paddock 
were most brilliant, and the fashion of carrying 
bright-coloured parasols.made the scene very 
gay. The most remarkable change in the fashion 
of ladies' dress was, however, the quantities of 
flowers worn in hats and bonnets. At Chantilly 
some of the ladies’ hats were trimmed with 
veritable bouquets of flowers. 

There was very little delay in starting the 
horses for the French Derby ; and when the 
twelve competitors came into sight, the first 
two hundred yards of the course being visible 
from the stands, it was seen that Baron De 
Soubeyran's Jeudi and M. Pierre Donon’s Carlo 
were making the running for their respective 
stable companions. Galaor was third, with the 
favourite about fifth, and this order was main- 
tained for about 4 mile and à quarter. The pace 
did not seem to be a strong one, but Stuart/s 
jockey improved his position, and with Galaor 
forged his way to the front, the two leaders 
dropping back ; but Saint Gall, who had not up 
to this pomt been prominent, came up hand over 
hand, and gave Stuart some little trouble to beat 
him by a length and a half, whereas three weeks 
ago running upon the same terms over a distance 
of about a quarter of a mile less, Stuart simply 
lost him.
